After October 15 no gift parcel 
may be mailed to a' soldier with- 
out the presentation of a written 
request from him. 


" The great demands upon ship- 
ping and the need for giving pref- 
erence to arms, munition;*, medi- 
cine and food Is the prime reason 
for the early mailing date. More- 
over, 
gift parcels must travel 


great distances to reach Army 
and Xavy personnel who are lo- 
cated at remote'points, and fre- 
quently 
the transfer 
of 
large 


numbers to new stations necessi- 
tates forwarding- of the packages 
and additional time Is required. 


"Tho response that our people 


made last year during the over- 
seas mailing period demonstrat- 
ed that they will cooperate in 
any • measure designed for 
the 


welfare of our armed forces per- 
sonnel."'Mr. Walker said. "It is 
not easy to concentrate on Christ- 
mas gifts in the 'midst of warm 
weather here at home but our 
people recognix.ed the need, nnd 
he-cause they want the men and 
women who arc absent from their 
home to know that they are not 
forgotten at Christmas they took 
pains to assure prompt delivery 
of Christmas gifts.

"I know that our people will

I do wish to stress this fact: More 
care must be taken in wrapping 
and packing parcels securely and 
addressing them clearly and cor- 
rectly.

mentioned that.the size of a Shoe 
box is the approximate limit for 
packages intended for gift mail- 
ings overseas. 
Unhappily many 


people became convinced that a 
shoe box is the best possible con- 
tainer. We must be mindful that 
these gifts must travel far, with 
shipping space, crowded. 
If the 


gifts -ace 
to 'be 
protected 
in 


transit they must be packed in 
boxes made of metal, wood, solid 
fiberboard, or strong double-faced 
corrugated fiberboard, reinforced 
with strong gummed paper tape 
or tied with strong twine. If both 
tape and strong- twine are used, 
so much the better. If the outer 
wrapper is crushed and this Is 
likely to happen—the loss of con- 
tents may be preve'nled if fiber- 
board boxes arc wrapped in heavy 
paper.

armies in France, but they arc 
paying an undeserved compliment 
to three. 


The biggest and beat, if not the 


only 
real enemy army 
on the 


western front, 
is north 
of the 


Seine and Somnie rivers, guard- 
ing the low lands gateways into 
Germany and determined to cling 
to the robot launching platforms 
(upon which Hitler has built a 
false and desperate 
last-breath 


faith among his people at home, 
causing them to expect this wan- 
ton destruction will weaken the 
allies' will to battle, whereas it 
only speeds and strengthens us.) 


As 
for 
the other "armies", 


none actually deserves the name. 
The nuzl Seventh army has been 
considerably used up fighting its 
way out of the Falaise entrap- 
ment. Wo may never feel disap- 
pointed 
that 
we did not com- 


pletely crush and capture it. 


But the Germans have been 


similarly trapped, possibly 10 or 
2 times in this war. us deeply as 
at Falaise. Only once, at Stalin- 


Orad, did they fall to escupe with 
the bulk of their forces from the 
vigilant and swift Russians. 


They got' considerable portions 


of their forces out this time, by 
bitterly holding- their strong cen- 
ter on the Caen front so long. In 
three weeks there, the British 
and Canadians were not able to 
advance more than a few miles.

remaining force between Falaise 
and Argentan, on both sides of 
the mouth of the bag.

old G. Bowen has applied "sanc- 
tions" against several hundred un- 
ion machinists who icfused to do 
overtime work on important Navy 
jobs. 


The "sanctions" were authorized 


by Fred At. Vinson, the director 
of economic stabilization, und we 
learn that the men will be report- 
ed to their draft boards, to the 
War Manpower Commission and 
to their ration boards. 


Thus, the Navy, which under 


our way of government, is sup- 
posed to have no authority over 
civilians, moves 
to 
review 
the 


draft deferments of these men, to 
blackmail them from all work and, 
moreover, to starve them by shut- 
ting- off their food 
allowances. 


Why else would they be reported 
to their ration boards? 


T h c s c "sanctions." 
meaning 


punishments, arc inflicted on men 
who arc not charged with any vio- 
lation of law. much less tried and 
convicted. 


The selective .service law was 


intended to select men for the 
Army and Navy, not to coerce 
civilians' by intimidation. Ration- 
ing- was adopted to apportion the 
supply of food, heat and gasoline. 
The authority of the War Man- 
power Commission is vast a n d 
vague. But even here the fact re- 
mains that an American is sup- 
posed to be entitled to a fair tnnl 
in a regular couit on 
specific 


charges of violation of law. 


If these men arc suspected of 


any offense deserving- punishment 
thcv .should be charged, arrested 


First Biography of America's Great Genera!

T?ISEXHO\VER was placed 
in 


charge 'of the organization of 


the Philippine Air Force. He de- 
signed the fields and outlined 
training plans. He helped estab- 
lish the Philippine Military Acad- 
emy and wrote the Comroonwcalth 
Defense Act which used the Swiss 
universal military principles for a 
model. 


As it was necessary for him to 


fly around the islands in mapping 
out stratcfiy. he decided it would 
be a good idea to add flying to 
his many talents.' A firm believer 
in the future of air power as one 
of the decisive factors in v.-arf.ire, 
he studied aeronautics and be- 
came an expert pilot nt the age of 
forty-seven years, \v~6i more than 
three hundred hours to his credit 
in the Philippines. 


He played a major role with 


MacArthur in planning the de- 
fenses of the islands which were 
destined to give the Japanese 
armies such stubborn resistance 
:r. the Sccor.d World Y.'nr. It v.-as 
Eisenhower who devised the hid- 
den airfields there. He flew con- 
stantly back and forth to Cor- 
rcgidor, and over the jungles of 
Bataan, and was a familiar figure 
on the streets of Manila.

dicted, came on Sept. 3. 1939. 
on the oilier side of the globe. 
World V.'nr II flamed into action.' 
MacArthur and Eisenhower lis- 
tened over the radio as the news 
came to them and examined the 
official dispatches laid before them. 
Hitler's troops had invaded Po- 
land, and had thrust into Pomcra- 
nia, Silesia, and East Prussia, to 
the city of Danzig. Prime Minister 
Chamberlain announced in Par- 
liament that a state of war existed 
between Great Britain ond Gcr- 


many; Australia .incl New Zea- 
land followed with their declara- 
tions; France declared n state of 
war; Canada came into line. The 
Jnitcd States proclaimed neutral- 
ly. In the ensuing days Russia 
'nvadcd Poland and Finland. 


Lieutenant-Colonel Eisenhower 


•.vas ordered back to the United 
States. When he left the Philip- 
pines on Dec. 13, 1939. Gen- 
eral MacArthur grasped his hand 
and wished him great success in 
the days to come. President Que- 
zon personally conferred upon Ei- 
senhower the Distinguished Serv- 
ice Cross of the Philippines. 


We find Ike aboard ship, cross- 


ing the Pacific on Dec. 13. 1939. 
en route to the United States. On 
Jan. 16. 1050, he reported at the 
Presidio in San Francisco and re- 
mained 
on 
temporary 
duty at 


headquarters with the" 9th Coast 
Artillery until Feb. C. He joined 
the iSth Infantry nt Fort Ord, 
California, and accomp:uiicd this 
rcg'm-.ent to Fort Lewis. Washing- 
ion, as rcgimcntr.l executive offi- 
cer until Nov. 30. 19-50. 


His movements were rapid as 


defenses were set up along the Pa- 
cific Coast. We find him chief of 
staff of the Third Division at Fort 
Lewis from 
Nov. 30. 
19-10, to 


March 1, 1941. when he became 
chief of staff of the Ninth Army 
Corps. On March 11 he was ap- 
pointed full colonel. 


Colonel Eisenhower was back 


at San Antonio, Texas, as chief 
of staff of the Third Armv. on 
June 2-5, 1941. During the fall 
months he was conducting war 
maneuvers in Louisiana, under 
General 
Krucger 
with 
220,000 


men. His side won through bril- 
liant strategy' and the use of. ar- 
mored forces. 
General Kruegcr 


declared Eisenhower's command 
to have been superb. At the end 
of maneuvers, Eisenhower was 
promoted to the temporary rank of

•1041. 


"Keep your eyes on Ike," Army 


men prophesied. 
"He will be n 


major-general in six months." 


Their predictions \vcrc to come 


true. Ike was called to Washing- 
ton and made chief of the War 
Plans Division on the War De- 
partment general staff on Feb. 
16. 1942. 
In April he got his 


two stars when President Roose- 
velt nominated and the Senate 
confirmed him as a major-general. 
He was designated as Assistant 
Chief of Stall" in charge of the 
Operations Division.

conquered France. 


Thoy marched into Paris and took 
possession.' Italy with its ten-year 
alliance had joined the A^cis. The 
Battle of Britain was being fought 
in the air. with London undergo- 
ing terrific aerial bombardments. 
Yugoslavia and Greece had been 
invaded. The Axis forces in Libya 
were driving toward Ecypt. 


Eisenhower was in Texas when 


the Japs struck nt Pearl Harbor 
and the Philippines on the fate- 
ful Dec. 7. 1941. 


Worn out after a terrific day's 


work, he had left word that he 
was going to take n nnp and must 
not be disturbed. 
His. orderly, 


startled by the news coniing over 
the radio, hesitated in awakening 
him. 


Eisenhower had become known 


as "Alarmist Ike" because of his 
constant predictions. He was con- 
vinced that the United States must 
enter World War II, but he thought 
that the first attack would come 
from Europe. His orderlies finally 
mustered up courage, knocked on 
his door, and delivered the mes- 
sage. 


Ike sat up and listened, his face

Only a few days ago. in Phila- 


delphia. four men suspected of or- 
ganizing and leading the trans- 
portation strike were fired and 
certified to their draft boards. One 
is above the draft age and he not 
only loses his years of seniority 
with the company, certainly a val- 
uable right, but is blackballed en- 
tncly from all work for the dura- 
tion of the war. 


It has been only a few years 


since the ideologists of the New 
Deal were arguing angrily that a 
worker had a property right in his 
job. It was compare^! to a fran- 
chise. Some of them said that if 
an employer fired a worker he 
should be forced to pay him a cer- 
tain cash sum in addition to his 
earned pay and dismissal pay, rep- 
resenting the value of a piece of 
property or a right, namely the 
job which he had lost.

Moll of the Navy by his parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. A. H. Moll, 409 East 
Everett street. For the most part, 
they tell of his experiences dining 
the invasion of France on June 6, 
and the momentous days follow- 
ing the landings. 


Lt. Moll remarked that it was 


quite a sight to see the task force 
gatheiing in the blue-grey channel 
mist, grouping nom various ports, 
and destined to control one of the 
beaches on D-Day. He also stat- 
ed that it was grand to pass the 
big naval units of cruisers, battle- 
ships, destroyeis, 
and 
French 


cruisers, which \%ere waiting for 
H-Hour. 


Another part of Lt. Moll's let- 


ter, "concerning happenings after 
the invasion got under way, stat- 
ed in part: 


'The sea was a bit louglush for 


the fust tank wave it pounded as 
it got up to us. In the meantime 
Jeny st<uted banging away and I 
could sec the oiange balls of 
llamc from the guns on shore. 
Being fust in, 
natuially some 


stuff came our way.

Veteran Gunner Returns 


' SGT EDWARD GILLAN 
_T«r.«rSph Engrnin, 


a veleian of 12 bombing missions, is now visiting his patents, Mr. 
and Mis. Charles J. Gillan, 203 Pcorla avenue, on a 30-day furlough. 
A 20-year-old engineer-gunner, operating,, from a top turret of "the 
Liberator bomber "The Lois Ann"; Sgt. Gillan. flying from Italy, 
participated Jn raids on the Ploestl oil fields of Rumania and long 
lange attacks upon Germany. Going into action on April 1 and 
flying a ninc-to-ten hour mission every other day. he completed his 
12nd laid on July 5. After landing, he was notified that his crew, 
which comprised eight of the original ten flying it from Topeka, 
Kan., had been given furloughs and were to proceed for the States. 
For his gallantry in action, he has received the Air Medal, with three 
Oak Leaf clusters, and his group also received the presidential cita- 
tion. His Libciator downed three enemy planes, receiving full credit 
for the achievement. "I didn't like Italy so well," stated Sgt. Gillan, 
in response to questioning. "There's nothing like America, especially 
Dixon. After about a month in Italy you become accustomed to the 
natives and learn some of their lingo. Sign language also may be 
used." 
Enlisting in December, 1912, Sgt. Gillan left for overseas 


duty on March 17. Two days after reaching Italy he was pressed 
into flying service, making hi.s first raid over enemy territory. A 
former employe at CROP, where he surveyed for the Rock Island 
firm constructing the plant, he remarked that many pilots arc fed 
up with the air and will not go into civilian aviation. "However," 
he continued, "there arc a lot of boys who will stay in aviation. I 
would like to icmain in the engineering department." Sgt. Gillan 
who has no desire to revisit "Sunny Italy" after hostilities end. re- 
marked that most of the Italian citic.s had not been badly damaged 
and that Naples had escaped unscathed. His most enjoyable diver- 
sion while m Italy was a seven-day vacation spent on the famed 
Isle of Capri. "It was truly a beautiful place." smiled the sergeant.
